If 
the building is of such construc- 
tion that it should not be within 
the fire limits a permit should not 
have been issued for its erection. 

The council should take some 
action in this matter. A test case 
to find if the bylaw will hold 
water is in order. If the council 
come to the conclusion that they 
will not go to court on the bylaw 
it should be immediately repealed. 
It is not good business to have 

bylaws on the books which may 
eause trouble any day.

Even these amounts vary with dif- 
ferences in local~situations. The 
mean average for Alberta for a 
period of thirteen years is 17.47 
inches. As over 60 per cent. of 
the annual precipitation falls dar- 
ing the months of May. June, 
and July, crop failures need not 
be looked for if proper methods of 
tillage are followed. Much of the 
discouragement met with in the 
early settlement of the country 
was due to the ignorance of the 
settler concerning soil moisture 
and the relation it bore to success- 
fulcrop raising. The same is 
equally true of the average new 
settler today, but the acoumulation 
of knowledge on the subject is 
now such that no man peed re- 
main loog in ignorance. The 
early settlers found that after a 
few years of continuous crop grow - 
ing the yields were greatly dimin- 
ished. They nafurally concluded 
that the land required a rest and 
summer fallowing 
whereas the trouble was one of 
imvisture rather than fertility.

A Popular Fallacy. 


The yenerally accepted belief

A day (Sept. 7th, '09) in the 
Newoastle-on-Tyne, England, Cat- 
‘tle Market, 

Three. years..ago last spring a 
cattle buyer from this district visi- 
ted Taconibe, and saw our fat cat- 
tle, and he said we were not get- 
ting but half their English ‘value. 
The cost, dhe eaid,.for shipment 
would be’ @bout $26.50 per head. 
He saw steers that were sold for 
$46.35 which he said were worth 
$91.00, “Being ‘here I thought I 
would have® look in at the autumn 
or fall market which is the worst 
time for the growers, butchers 
know they a¥@ just off the grass, 
hence what we call low prices. 
We will,see. I had visited friends 
of forty-five years ago, butchers 
of thee. generations, still in the 
same shop, and arranged to ac- 

uy my friend James (of the 
third generation) a keen, shrewd 
buyer of cattle, to the cattle mar- 
ket. There were 800 offered, Irish 
included, which you coald tell be- 
ing much emalier. English and 
Scotch were much alike, generally 
xraded Shorthorns, with a pen or 
two of Ayrshires, and the like of 
bulls which were going at jo a lb. 
less than the steers. That’s a bi 
price for balls is it not? No the 
shipowners like them, they boil 
better for the engineers, (sailors 
are gone the jolly tars are no 
more) and dremen, and good meat 
too.
